“In this war, with its bombing 
of cities, there is no such thing as 
having too many.firemen. One too 
few may cost lives.’ In Britain, 
fire fighters and other defense 
workers are rated as important as 


men in the Army and Air Corps. 


Three million men and women over 


there are trained and equipped as’ 


auxiliary firemen, under the com- 
mand of officers who are regular 


firemen, We le — 
have great respect and ‘affection 


‘for the regular firemen and, from 
the way that they treat us, they 


must feel the same. way about us. 
Why shouldn't we feel that way 
toward one another? You can go 
into any firehousd,and find that 
the firemen there areas nice as 
you. Maybe nicer. 


“As terrible as war is, some good 
comes out of it. One good is that 
its bombs have leveled social bar- 
riers in Britain, and they are gone 
forever. So many over here have
